he Under the auspices of Russ Fiorey and the guidance and urging of 
our insurance carrier, a safety committee was formed in 2010 to 
begin the process of meeting requirements of the state Department 
of Labor. The committee currently is conducting safety inspections 
of town buildings. 


2: 2010 saw completion of the long planned library access project as 
designed by David Lawrence. 


S Progress at the town hall continues. The electrical system was 
upgraded and a new alarm system installed thanks to the 
contributions of the Surry Players. 


4. As could be seen for much of the summer, the porch renovation 
project became more involved than expected when the poor 
condition of the front sill was discovered. It was our desire to 
upgrade the facility while maintaining its traditional design 
appearance. We invite your suggestions for an attractive, low or 
no maintenance skirting under the porch. 


5. The replacement of the cemetery fence and gate south of the shed 
was completed, contributing to an improvement in appearance of 
the town hall. 

6. The plan for 2011 Is to insulate, replace clapboards and paint the 


remainder of the south side of the hall with the idea of continuing to 
make long lasting improvements. 2019 will be Surry’s 250! 
birthday and we want the town hall to be something for which all 
residents can be proud on that special occasion. 


ie We are also asking for your support to replace the Joslin Road 
Bridge/Culvert in 2011. The culvert is very narrow for modern 
vehicles, and while structurally sound itself, water has badly 
undermined its foundations. A contractor from the region has 


submitted a proposal much more reasonable in cost than estimated 
by the New Hampshire Department of Transportation. 


Plans for the town clerk to become a municipal agent and thus be 
able to issue vehicle registration plates did not happen in 2010. 
The Department of Safety indicates they may materialize in 2011, 
SO we are planning accordingly. 

The 2009 tax rate dropped $5 because of a one time need to raise 
much less for education. There was a sigh of relief in the town hall 
that in what we hope is a more normal year for education costs, 
and with the use of accumulated town savings, the tax rate 
increase was limited to $1 for 2010. 


Looking ahead, Surry is due for a complete revaluation in 2012, 5 
years after our 2007 statistical update. There is reason to believe 
this will be uneventful because of the data verification efforts to 
keep tax cards up to date and the fact that our assessed values 
have stayed very close to sale prices.

"THE STEEP SLOPE DISTRICT is an overlay district superimposed on 
all other zoning districts in the town, and is comprised of the areas 
which have a slope of 20% or more. The Surry Steep Slope Map Is 
available in the Town Hall, and is incorporated herein by reference. The 
requirements and regulations of the underlying zoning districts shall 
continue to apply to the extent they are not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this article. The more restrictive State or Town regulations 
shall apply. When an application is made for any permit (including 
driveway, building and road permits) for any project involving earth 
disturbance, a permit may be issued only after evidence has been 
submitted to the Select Board that the design follows current best 


practices that all measures have been taken to minimize the impact on 
the Steep Slope District."

SURRY PLANNING BOARD 2010 YEAR IN REVIEW 


January Regular Meeting 

The board reviewed the Surry Slope Analysis map that was dropped off at the 
last monthly meeting. The board discussed points that they would like to see in a 
Steep slope ordinance for review with the conservation committee, and 
eventually a public hearing. 


February Regular Meeting 


March Regular Meeting 

The Surry Planning Board elected officers for the 2010 term. Pete Bissell was 
elected Chairman and Jason Walter was elected Secretary. 

Tom Flavin presented a plan for Joseph and Stephanie Baute, 330’ of frontage, 
5.29 acre subdivision Tax Map 6 Lot 6-1A from conservation easement with 
provisions in 2001 to subdivide up to 5 acres for the Baute family to build upon. 
A public hearing was scheduled for April. 


April Regular Meeting / Public Hearing 
Public Hearing was cancelled. The Baute’s decided not to move forward with the 
plan. 


May Regular Meeting 

The Planning Board reviewed Patnode’s subdivision plan for a request to change 
to a drainage swale on tax map 5B Lots 71N and 71M on Cider Mill Ln. The 
Planning Board reviewed and concluded that a public hearing was not needed to 
make this change to the plan. It was discussed with John Noonan of SVE that 
he would need the proper permits to make such a plan change. At this monthly 
meeting, a mailing was received by the NHDES approving the change as long as 
the nine conditions were met in the letter dated Mat 11, 2010, WPS-8133A, 
Original Permit Issuance: May 13, 2008. 


June Regular Meeting 

John Noonan from SVE came to present the change of the drainage easement 
on lots 71 M and N of the Patnode’s subdivision project of 2008 because of the 
addition of a wetlands area identified by a third party during the planning and 
review stage. Instead of the drainage swale being in the rear of the lots, the 
swale was moved to the front of the lots, running parallel to the road in a 
drainage ditch. 


July Regular Meeting 
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The board worked on the steep slopes ordinance for the duration of the meeting 
with no visitors or other business. 


August Regular Meeting 

September Regular Meeting 

Michael Sault came to inquire about process for a subdivision off the pond road 
for a building lot. Start with mobile home in the general zone and then some day 
build a primary residence. 


October Regular Meeting 

Michael Sault came to inquire about process for a subdivision off the pond road 
for a building lot. The Planning Board had to reject the application because the 
subdivision will take one 5.7 acre parcel of land and divide it into two lots. One of 
these two lots will not allow for the 200 foot frontage along the road extending 
back 300 feet, required Surry zoning laws. 

Nicole T. Conroy visited about a minor subdivision off the North Mine Ledge Rd. 
Her application was taken and a Public Hearing was scheduled for November 
22° 2010 at 7:30 PM. 

Gregg Taylor came to the board to talk about a 3 lot subdivision and whether it 
was a major or minor subdivision. What The Board determined was that is was a 
major subdivision because of the creation of a new road. Gregg took the 
conclusion and left to work out the details of the plan. 


November Regular Meeting / Public Hearing 
Nicole T. Conroy contacted Pete Bissell and communicated that she decided not 
to go through with the public hearing for the subdivision. 


The Surry Planning Board reviewed the Steep Slopes V1.2 and researched that 
the Board only had to hold (1) public hearing on the matter unless there were 
“significant changes” to the proposed ordinance. 

Sentinel Advertising for this ordinance will read as follows: “The Surry Planning 
Board will be holding a public hearing on December 27" 2010 at 7:30 PM at the 
Town Hall, 1 Village Road, Surry, NH 03431, to present a proposed ordinance on 
Steep Slopes for adoption in the Town of Surry. The public is invited to come 
and review the ordinance in the public hearing format.” 

Mark MacKenzie came back to the board with finalized driveway permits, with 
one copy for the Town and one copy for the State. This was the final open item 
pertaining to the two lots he subdivided off the Old Walpole Road previously. 


December Regular Meeting / Public Hearing 
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The Public Hearing on the Steep Slope Ordinance proposal was opened at 7:30 
PM. John Davis was the only attendee to the public hearing besides the 
Planning Board. There were no additions or changes to V1.2 of the ordinance.

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SURRY CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
March 2011 Annual Report to the Town 


You may have noticed, Surry has a few hills. Throughout the town, storm water 
and melting snow runs down into the Ashuelot River recharging the aquifers 
along the river, including the aquifer located under Surry village. The water flow 
can pick up pollutants such as fertilizer, automotive oil, road salt, prescription 
drugs and other contaminates along the way before it gets to the river and 
aquifers that supply our drinking water wells. Nature has a plan to keep our wells 
clean: wetlands. Wetlands filter the water. That's why it is so important to 
preserve wetlands and to slow the flow of water downhill. 


The Planning Board proposed the Steep Slope Ordinance Warrant Article which 
will be voted on during the balloting on March 8". This ordinance seeks to 
prevent erosion which will help protect our water. It strikes a good balance 
between the needs of the developer, the needs of the public and the needs of 
the environment. The Surry Conservation Commission encourages you to 
support this warrant article. If you have questions about it, please feel free to ask 
a member of either the Planning Board or the Conservation Commission. 


In past years, the Commission has worked with the Surry Selectmen, the 
Monadnock Conservancy, the NH Department of Environmental Services and a 
developer around water run-off management issues. This team is currently 
working with another developer on this issue as well. 


One family on the Mine Ledge Road subdivided their land into two parcels: a 
building lot with a house and conservation land for public use. They sold the 
house this year, and have set deed restrictions on the conservation land such 
that it can never be developed. The Commission had worked with this owner for 
a couple of years to make this happen. Thanks to the Planning Board for their 
work on this property plan as well. 


If you would like to see your land stay as it is into the future, please contact the 
Commission. We can help you achieve this goal, and have funds that can help 
with the legal work. The best time to preserve open space is before the owner 
plans sells it. Right now there is a sizable tract of fields for sale in Surry; it 
seems that only a developer would have the finances to purchase it. 


Management plans are coming along for the Graf Town Forest. The 
Commission Is in discussion with a professional forester to develop a 
management plan for the Forest. He has walked the property and is impressed 
with the quality and variety of plant and animal species present. The 
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Fi. Surry Planning Board has proposed a Steep Slope Ordinance which will be on the ballot on 
Tuesday March g'" Full copies of the ordinance are in the Town Hall and at TownOfSurry.or 


The purpose of the Steep Slope Ordinance is to: 
Promote environmentally responsible development 
Protect the public health and well being 

Safeguard topography and natural drainage 
Conserve wildlife habitats and vegetation 

Preserve our common natural heritage

The steep slopes in the Surry contain shallow, fragile soils exceptionally vulnerable to erosion and water pollution which 
can have negative affect on the landowner, abutters, community, and wildlife. The Steep Slope Ordinance will: 

e Protect drinking water 

e Reduce damage to streams and lakes | 

e Prevent soil erosion and protect the Town from undue expense caused by such erosion 

e Protect property from uncontrolled storm-water runoff 

e Protect surface waters from sedimentation and pollution 

e Prevent interference with Town and State road drainage systems

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SURRY FIRE DEPARTMENT 
ENGINEER'S REPORT 2010 


Another relatively quiet year is behind us. 
We continue to train locally as well as with our neighboring departments. 


Calls continue to be mostly of a medical nature with motor vehicle accidents, mutual aid 
responses to Alstead and Keene and local fires filling out the list. 


A reminder that a permit is required for any outside fire unless the ground is covered with 
snow to a depth to stop the spread of fire. Please call the Fire Warden or one of the 
deputies for a permit. We would appreciate a call even if the ground is snow covered so 
we know what the smoke behind your house or barn is from. 


It would be helpful to us as well as ambulance and mutual aid responders if you post 
your street number at the roadside and readable from both directions of approach. 
Reflective numbers 3 to 4 inches tall would be great but something is better than nothing. 
As much as we would like to know all residents that is nearly impossible. 


A good way to make yourselves known to us is to join us. We can use all levels of ability 
and experience in firefighting and emergency medical service and offer training for 
interested persons. Any resident that has a little time to volunteer is encouraged to 
contact a department member for information or join us on the second or fourth Monday 
of each month and get involved. 


We have asked that a capital reserve fund be started for a exhaust extraction system for 
the station to get us in compliance with OSHA and NFPA requirements for buildings 
where vehicles are housed. Your support of this project will be appreciated. 


The engineers again thank the department members and town residents for their 
continued support.

SURRY POLICE DEPARTMENT - END OF YEAR 2010 REPORT 


This past year we've seen in increase in activity and what most concerning is 
the rise in domestic violence calls as well as late night calls. 

As you all have heard, pretty much the entire Cheshire County area has been 
plagued with residential burglaries for quite some time now. Although we have had a few 
burglaries in Surry, we have suspects in some of them, and have determined that they 
are un-related to the majority of the others around us. That tells us that YOU all are 
doing what's needed to protect your homes, cars and belongings! However, it does not 
mean that we should let our guard down, so we'd like to remind you to please, call us at 
any time should you see vehicles in your neighborhoods that you don’t recognize acting 
suspicious. People you don’t recognize walking in areas where you typically wouldn't 
see them or anything else that just doesn’t seem quite right. Please be able to provide 
as much information as you can safely obtain. Vehicle type, color, License Plates, 
number of occupants, etc... As for people, race, gender, approximate age, clothing 
description, hair length/color, facial hair, glasses, etc. Keep your homes and cars locked 
as well. Also, if you’re going on vacation for an extended period of time, we do provide 
house checks if you'd like. Please call dispatch a few days prior to your departure so we 
can obtain additional information from you. 

We continue to attend intelligence meetings and share information with 
surrounding agencies as well as continuing with numerous sessions of in-service 
training. These demands by the state for more and more training, although at times 
create some difficulties, usually, result in a well-trained department overall, which only 
works in our favor in the end. 

As usual, we want to extend our thanks to the Surry Fire, Rescue and Highway 
departments for their continued assistance and support throughout the year.

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SURRY EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT REPORT - 2010 


In Surry the year 2010 remained quiet with no emergencies. 


At the beginning of the year, there was the H1Ni Flu situation which affected 
both Surry and the rest of the country. In the Cheshire County, the regional 
emergency and health organizations were outstanding in serving the citizens. 
First we served the most number of people in a region in the State. Secondly we 
had the highest percentage of the population receiving the H1N1 vaccine. Thirdly 
we were able to have the most number of people receiving protection in the 
State. The several years of planning by the Regional Coordinating Committee 
(for health emergencies) resulted in an effective immunization program. 


The town was able to secure a State grant of $1750. to purchase needed 
equipment. As part of the grant | am rewriting the Town's Local Emergency 
Operation Plan (LEOP) and should complete it in the first quarter of 2011. 


Again, | urge Surry’s citizens to prepare for emergencies of all types. If anyone 
needs or desires help please contact me. | am at the Town Hall the first Monday 
of each month, or at home or through the Selectman’s office. 


| also encourage the townspeople to become involved and volunteer in the many 
activities in Surry. The Fire Department needs more members, so stop by the 
Fire Station on any Monday evening.

Surry has an almost purely variable budget given the nature of our school district. 

The Town of Surry pays a set rate of tuition per student. Special Ed rates are 

About 3x the regular rate. We take the number of students we have within the 

town. And multiply out those numbers with the set tuition rates to find what we 

must set aside. It is used for maintenance of the school, administrative services, 

transportation. In Monadnock, we were subsidizing, as opposed to now paying a 

set rate per child. There are a number of children rising up through the ranks to 

enter the school district at a later time (especially 4 year olds), so we can 

reasonably expect taxes to go up commensurately. No further discussion. 
Article passed. 


Article 3 - Expendable Trust Fund 

Motion, K. Callendar - Second, J. Boudy 

M. Gross discussed the article. 

A child with special education needs could possibly move to town. !n order to 
“cushion the blow,” we are wise to set aside a goal of $200,000. Last year plus 
This year’s $50,000 will equal $150,000. No further discussion. Article passed. 


Article 4 — Capital Reserve Fund 

Motion, C. LaRocca — Second, J. Boudy 

M. Gross discussed the article. 

We repurchased the Surry School Building from the SAU. It is prudent to set 
Aside funds for any major repairs that will be needed. As the SVCS is using the 
building, they have been a good source of information for which repairs are and 
will be needed in the future. We want to cushion the town from any large 
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expenditures within one year. Fund will total $40,000 if this article passes. No 
further discussion. Article passed. 


Article 5 — Contingency Fund 

Motion, K. Callendar - Second, C. LaRocca 

M. Gross discussed the article. 

Any funds that are not used within this year will be returned to the town, as 
Happened last year, resulting in lower tax rates. It is customary for school 
districts to have some sort of contingency fund. No further discussion. Article 
passed. 


Article 6 - SAU #38 Budget 

Motion, K. Callendar - Second, C. LaRocca 

M. Gross discussed the article. 

It is a difficult situation at the SAU. Though we withdrew from the MRHS School 
District, we did not withdraw from the SAU. After we withdrew, though the 
Members of the SAU have not been very friendly, the professionals there have 
been very accommodating. It would seem appropriate, says Gross, to support 
the SAU by voting in the affirmative. By the margin that it lost within the larger 
SAU, our vote ultimately will not matter. After some further clarification on this 
point for the town, a secret ballot is required to vote on this article. Article 
passed with (23 - yes) and (0 -no). 


Article 7 - Terms 

Motion, K. Callendar —- Second, C. LaRocca 

M. Barrett and D. Lane asked for clarification on the article. Would it be worth 
staggering the elections for one position to open up each year? K. Callendar 
noted that all of the positions are all up for reelection each year as it is, so if an 
office holder steps out early, we are left with needing to fill multiple offices. C. 
LaRocca asked if any of the current office holders had comment. T. Peloquin 
said that it was one of the office holders who requested the article. No further 
discussion. Secret ballot is required to vote on this article. Article passed with 
(23 - yes) and (0 — no).

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SURRY VILLAGE CHARTER SCHOOL 


The Surry Village Charter School (SVCS) is a State authorized open enrollment 
public school. Parents do not pay tuition as long as they are legal residents of New 
Hampshire. Partial funding is provided by the State of New Hampshire, SVCS raises 
the balance of its budget through fundraising. The Surry Village Charter School was 
founded by Surry residents and local educators to provide a local public school 
option. The charter school model is one method to maintain a viable student 
population in relatively small towns such as Surry. New Hampshire Curriculum 
Frameworks and Grade Level Expectations form the basis of the curriculum. As a 
village school, students are engaged in real world activities that connect them to the 
local community.

2010-2011 School Year 


To kick off the year, the Surry Village Charter School was thrilled by the opportunity 
to fulfill its charter and expand its educational opportunities to include 7" and 8th 
grades. After an extremely busy summer the SVCS Keene Campus open its doors 
on September 1s. Come visit us in Keene or Surry anytime. 


Enrollment for the School is currently at 84 students (maximum 92, so only a few 
spots remain open) K-8. Roughly 30% of the K-5 Surry publicly educated students 
attend SVCS. The School anticipates approximately 15 Surry residents to attend the 
school in 2011-2012. 


Highlights of the fall included, classroom orientation night, the Fall Festival, All 
school Hike, the fire safety trailer with real live Surry Firefighters, gardening, the 
return of the SVCS Band class, running club and after school art class with Jean 
Mann and much more. 


Below are a few glimpses into the classrooms... 


Kindergarten: 

In the Kindergarten, a walk to the Reed Public Library on Village Road yielded 
unexpected delights: Nora’s grandpa is in the yard as they walk by Nora’s house, 
and he welcomes the children warmly. Nora gets to show off her grandpa and her 
class. The children are charmed by this small-town moment, the intimacy of a village 
community where lives and places are intertwined. “You could sense how close the 
children felt to one another; it was so simple, but it was magical,” reports Jenny. As 
she relates the story, she gets a lump in her throat.

First & Second: 

The 1/2s have taken the challenge issued by the Kindergarten and are cooking with 
things from the garden. Immersed in a unit on gardening and plants, the Ks were 
putting everyone to shame with their zucchini bread...So the 1/2s are cranking out 
coleslaw today. Craig has found a recipe that includes cherry tomatoes and green 
peppers. We find that children who shy away from vegetables will eagerly eat what 
they harvest. The children deserve a cooking project: they have been working like 
maniacs all week, and are learning that Mr. Craig really does expect them to read 
and write every night. 


Third & Fourth: 
In the 3/4 room, teacher Miss Sam puts out placards with words on them. Silently 
she chooses pieces and places them in order. The children read as she assembles 


looks up. “What do you suppose that means?” she asks. A new girl raises her hand. 
These first few weeks she’s been nervous, unsure about all these strangers, but 
she’s starting to open up. “I think it’s talking about us, about the students, and how 
we light up the school,” she offers. “You nailed it, buddy,” says Sam softly. “That's 
exactly it.” 


Fifth & Sixth: 

As part of their unit on Veterans’ Day, the 5/6 recently studied the American flag, its 
history, symbolism, and care. Students in each class learned the Pledge of 
Allegiance last week, and then the 5/6 presented the Surry campus with not one, but 
three phenomenal projects to help us understand why people take the Pledge and 
the flag so seriously.

Seventh & Eighth: 

The 7th- and 8th-graders have been immersed in a detailed exploration of the history 
of the area, focusing on the neighborhood where their school building is located, on 
the corner of High and Court Streets in Keene. After a tour of the neighborhood, 
each student chose one historic residence to research in depth. The students built 
models of the buildings as a math project, and some wrote to the current owners to 
get even more information on the history of the homes. A handful of students were 
invited to come visit and stay for tea! Teacher Anne Guerriero is using a wonderful 
Social Studies curriculum called “Box City” to propel the students into an in-depth 
investigation of how a city develops and evolves over time, and what makes it vibrant 
or stagnant. Now the students are expanding their research to include public 
buildings in the downtown area, working to understand the implications of the various 
development proposals being reviewed by the Keene Planning Board, and then
